told us that as there were falſe Prophetsamong the people, 
even ſo there ſhall be falſe Teachers amongſt you, who pri- 
vately ( mind that ) ſhall bring in damnable Hericiſes deny- 
ing the Lord that bought them , and bring upou themſelves 
ſwift deſtruction; and many ſhall follow thoſe preniſcious 
waics, by reaſon of whom the way of-truth ſhall be evill 
ſpoken of, whether this Scipture is not ina great meaſure 
fulfilled by the People called Quakers? Twill leave the im-

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' not true, now I ſay,though FS. do that which isright and juſt between 
man and man,(although that is not found in all your Principie ) yet this is 
fare ſhort.of the innocency ofthe Lamb, che innocency of Chriſt appear- 
ed in his, in that heftooped to the meaneſt of Gods Cotamandsto carnal 
reaſon as Aſat. 3.15. Smffer it to be ſo for thus it becomes us to-ful- 
foll all righteouſneſs, if any perſbn might have been exempted fromthe 
obedience of that commandement, Chriſt might, yer he takes a painfull 
journey to that end to be Baptiſed of 7b, that he might not only be x 
commander, bud a leader to his People, Secondly hisinnocency appeared 
inthat he dothnot prove himſelfto be the Son of God, only by the ſigns 
and miracles which he did , though he. had the ſpirit without meaſure, 


but by the Scriptures and faith had you. beleived Afo/es, you would * 


have. beleived me, for he wrote of me, Jobn 5, 46. and though Perſons 
are to henour the Son, as the honour the Father, yet ſuch was the in- 
nocency of Chriſt, that he exhortevh them to ſearch theScriptures and 
Fives theſe two reaſons. Firſt, they was ſuch that inthem chey did beleeve, 
wastaught che way to eternal life. 'Secondly, not only becauſe it was thac 
they owned & beleeved that there was ſuch vertyuein them, bur it was fo tn 
Chrifts account, for ſaith he,they teſtifie of me, they declare of me, 7ohx 5. 
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As if he ſhould fay,if you queſtion whether I am ſent of Ged, whether 
I am the Chriſt of God, ſearch the Scriptures you ſhall-find I am ſo,they 
teſtifie of me, and further, adds an impofibiltty of beleiving on him, if 
they did not beleive Aſoſes writings 47. verſe hedid not ſay,turn ta 
the light within, and that will-ſatisfie and that will Teftifie, no hedoth 
not ſay as the Author, of that Paper, that thelight within is the alone 
ſalvation of God, and therefore for perſons to ſay they are nouriſhed in 
Athe life, and innocency of the Lamb, and to lay low theScriptures of 
Truth, not t6 be the rule to walk by, and thatwhich willnot deceive 
that which doth witneſs whether DoRrinesbe Truth or Error, they that 
ſay this is not true, are notin the innoceney of the Lamb. For how ſhal 
any thing, or Dodrine be tryed, if we have-not aſſure word of prophecie, 
one man ſaith by bis preſent light within, ſneh a thingis anerror, ano- 
ther ſaith: by his preſent lightwithin,thartthing is eruth, therefore of ne- 
ceffity there muſt be ſome thing to inlighten which is ſure, therefore 
faith Devid thy word islamp to my feer, anda light tomy path, P/a/. 
119. 105. Oh therefore fearch and mediate in the word of God,that 15 io 
fay, the mind of God contained in Scripture, and becallins to the Lord 
for his Spirit, that thou maiſt hzve a right underſtanding, be nor puffed 
-up, and think you axe in the innecency of the Lamb, whea ig is not fo, 
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but this is the will of Godconcerning you, what you ſearch the Scriptutes 
for they teftifie what Chriſt would have his Diſciples do, and if you would 
be Diſcipies, then Walk zccording to his Commandement contained in 
Scripture. | 
I would hopethat there is ſome of you that love the Lord, let your love 
be manifefted in thisthat you have reſpe& to all the Commandements of 
the Lord,be not partial prefering-one thing beforeanother, 1 7im.5.2r. 
But reſiſt $4747 inall hisdeeps and wills, which he hath halled you into, 
though ſome of you be ignorant of it, ſurely you may have an holy con- 
verſation to wards men, and yet walkinthe worſhip of God blamelefs, 
and let the form and the power be kept together, bear with me and be nor 
raſh, and give not way to that Spirit of errour that will be getting up in 
you, and let my words beacceptable unto you, to thisend, to owa the 
Scriptures of the Prophets of- Chriſt and his Apoſtles, which-is able to 
raake the wiſe toSalvation, through faithin Chriſt Jeſus, 2 Tim. 3.15, 
and notto contemn then as is uſual, as one ſaid to me,(which I am ſute 
they owne),when I ſaid I had the word of God, the Scriptures of Truth in 
me.he asked me whether Ihadink and paper in my heart ! Oh, that ſuck 
expreſſions might ceaſe from amongſt you, I would fainknow from any 
one of you, whether all the Commandements contained in Scripture, 
whether ſpoken by the Lord himſelf, or by his Prophets ? or by his Son 
Jeſus? or by his Apoſtles which are not yet abrogated by the death of 
Chriſt ? are not theduty of the People of the Lord to obſerve and obey ? 
and whether the Coinmandementsof God are of leſs vertue becauſe they 
arewritten ? thenif Jeſus Chriſt did immediately ſpeak them unts us, and 
whereas you ſay we havepaſſed through,and left them,thisis no wonder 
(if I may be certain in ww whit you mean by your expreſſions,I 
Taay inthis,that you mean Baptiſme & other Ordinances of Gods Houſe) 
for the lictle number receiving Truth, and the few ofthem that doreceive 
the Truth-continuing init, itisan argument to me, we arein the Truth, 
- rather than otherwiſe, for ſaith Chrikt, Fear not little flocky for it is your 
Fathers goed pleaſure to giveyouthe Kingdome.Luke, 12.32. It isnoton- 
ly ſo now, butit was in thetime while Chriſt was perſonally preſent, many 
leſt kim; and walked no more with him, foh» 6. 66, Andrhis is what is 
propheſicd of 2 T be[. 2.3. Let no man deceive you, for that day ſhall not 
come except there come a falling away, and ſaith the Apoſtle to Timet hy, 
ſome ſh3ll depart from.the Faith, but let usinquire into the reaſon which 
the Servantot the Lord Pas! gives. 
The firſt Reaſon, 2 Theſ. 2. 11. 12. Is becauſe they received not the 
Truth inthe loveof it, and this hath been the resſon of ſame falling a- 
"*ſ a Sis way 
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way, and receiving trotig deluſions, for it hath been'confeſſed to me by 
one of that Principle, that ſhe did ſubmitto the Trugh, to wit, Water- 
Baptiſme, becauſe others did ſubmit to it, becauſeit was in fafhion; and 
ifany of your Conſciences condemn you in this, Ged is greater than your 
Conſciences, and knows allthings; repent of that your wickedneſs. 

The ſecond Reaſon which the Apoſtle rendreth of perſons falling away 
of receiving ſtrong deluſions, is becauſe they had pleaſure in unrighteouſ- 
neſs, it is poſſible that ſome may receive the Truth in the love of it, and 
yet in time looſe their firſt love,and take pleaſure in unrjghteouſneſs, and - 
fo looſe their peace, and ſorun to airy notions of thingsthat they may 


: ; getpeace, which is not the true peace of God, and this I find not only by 


the Scriptures of Truth, but from - their own expreffions, ſome ofthem 
hath ſaid to me, that they hadnot peace,thongh at the firſt they hadit, and 
thar they lived contrary to their conſciences, for ſome years before they 
received that which they call Truth, Oh ' that they would juflife the 
Lord in his giving them up to believe ſtrong delufions, and take ſhame ta 
themſelves, for. doubtleſs, the Lord will not be mocked, for what they ſow 
that they ſhallreap,and though the way of God,is at this day called Heri- 
ſie,and hath been ſo in daies paſt, yet know this, that Heriſie is a fruit of 
the fleſh, as well as prophaneneſs in converſation, andifyoulive andal- 
Jow your ſelves in it, you ſhall dye, not only « natural death, but the ſe- 
conddeath, dear fouls who are much 8pon my heart,that have no ends 
but te glorifie God, in what you do. knowthis,thar tife Devil cantranf- 
form himſelf into an Angel of lighe, and thisI ſay to you;by the word of 
theLord, that if men have never ſo much outward holineſs upon them, if 
they perſwade you to forſake any of the Commandementsof God, do not 
believe them, as you will anſwer it at the great day of the Lord, read 
Galatians the firſt Chapter, and let your Souls tremble at the word of the 
Lord, iow that, it is the word of the Lord, orthemind of the Lord 
which is all one,n hich the Apoſtle Pax writeth, ſee 1 Cor. 14.37. If any 
 manthink himſelf tobe a Prophet, or a ſpiritual mas, let him acknowledge 
the things that I write to be the Commonaements of the Lord, Ol! that 
you of the Miniſtry ( as you are called ) would confider of this Scripture, 
and not to appropriatethat to your own Books, which you will not allow: 
theSeriptures,and for you that ſay, you went away becauſe of thecarna- 
lity of feme Profeſſors,you ought to indeayoured their reformation,and if 
' not to have dealt withthem according to the rule of Chriſt in that caſe, 
and net to have forſaken the truth upon that account, return, return to 
the Lord and the Truth, and you will find many amongſt the Baptiſtsas 
willing to own anything that.is of God,as you can beto perſwade them. 
et +: if 
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Hy further ſaith, for know ye where Goa u preſent, there nteds not are- 
preſentzon of him by any thing , and where the eterual Fonntain of all 
wvertme ts ſet open, there needs not digging of other Wells for Water, turn 
therefore to the light within ; the Conſcience which 1s able to Baptiſe, and 
waſh your Souls from all Sin, andmake Rivers of living Water flow out of 
Jenr belly, which light « the alone Salvation of God, he that leveth it ana 
obeyeth it, ſhall know #1, Inanſwer to which I know not any Baptiſt that 
. doth practiſe or doth ſet upany thing to repreſent Ged, but hath renoun- 
_ c&d thoſe hidden things of darkneſs, andif fo, doth he not beat the 
Air when thoſe perſons that he writeth to, doth not own any ſuch thing, 
but if be means where God is.preſent, there necds not outward forms in - 
his Worſhip,as Water iu Baptiſme,and Bread and Wine inthe Lords Sup-

- Five you many Scriptures, yett ſhallonly give yon but one becauſe itis 
full & pregnant, As 10.4.7, Can any forbid Water, that thiſe ſhould not be 
Baptiſad,which have received the Holy Ghoſt as well as we ? ForBreadand 
Wine in the Lords Suppes, ſee at. 26. 16, He took Bread and ſo like- 
wiſe the Cup, .compared with Zuke22, 19.20. And therefore let none 
deceive you with vain words,and whereas he faith, turn to the light with- 
10,which js able to Baptiſe, waſh from all fin, and further ſaich, ic is the a- 
lone Savation of God, ſuchan exhortation we find not 4n all the Scriptures 
of Trath, if every man is to turn to his preſent light within, 1s not chisto 
raake ſeveral SeRsand opinions in the World, which they ſometime cry 
out of, wouldit not be more agreeable to the Truth, to exhort them to 
rske heed, leſt the light within be ner darkneſs, that which may be darkneſs 
rhat is not co be turned unto asa ruleto walk by,but the light within may 
be darkneſs, therefore not to be turned unto asa rule towalk by, Take 
hced faith Chriſt that the Light in you be not darkneſs, Luke 11. 35, Bur 
we find the Prophets, Jeſus Chriſt his Difciples and Apoſtles commanding 
and exhorting Souls to obey the commands of the Lord, the Prophets un- 
der the Law, exhort the People to keep the Law of Aoſes, Chriſt exhor- 
reth to k:ep his Coramandements, If you love me keep my Commanaements, 
?ohn 14.15. Which are now recorded inthe Scriptures, and ſo the Apo- 
jtle Paal, this i fay te you by the word of the Lord,that thoſe that are 
aſleep, &c.that is to ſay, by, what the Lord hath ſaid ; I tell you theſe 
chings by. whiciis now recorded, Mat, 24.38.3.9,40. Sothe Apoſtle 
Fehn, 2 Epiſtle 19. If there comeany unto you and bring not this Do- 
&rine,reccive himHor, neither bid him God ſpeed, what Doctrine hetells 
us the DoRrine of Chriſt his ſayings, Precepts, Commandements whichare 
29w.recordedin the Scriptyre of Truth, becauſe of the ſhortneſs e the 
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Volume, I cannot ſhew you NW 2. all the reſt of the Apoſtles, how 
they had an eye to what was written in whatthey write, and-therefore 
ina word, there was never any true Prophet or Jeſus Chriſt or any of his 
Diſciples and-Apeſtles, but did makeie their buſineſs to provoke perſons 
ro keep the Commandements of God, and that there was never any of the 
Faithful Servants of the Lord did eſteem the Commandements the worſer. 
becauſe brought corchemin writing, this I ſay, by the Teftimony of 
Scripture, that the light within hath carryed Perſons to do that which was 
not acceptable in the ſight of Ged, . nay to do that which was very offen- 
fire to God, evento perſecute his People, ſee this in the Apoſtle Pavxl, 
before converſion I thought within my ſelf, I ought to do many things 
contrary to thenameof Jeſus of Nazereth, Acts 26.9, from whence you - 
may ſee that he did follow his light within, in perſecuting the Church of 
God; and ſaith Chriſt, choſe rhat kill you,ſnall think that they ds God good 
ſervice, from whence you may plainly ſee, they ſhall follow their preſent 
phe within, in killing the Saints:, therefore I would exhortallco this, 
that they will labour to get their conſciencesrightly informed by the word

the fear ofthe Lord, ts defire you to conſider of ſuch expreſſions, whether 
ſach expreſſions do not plainly and manifeſtly declare,that Chriſt dyed in 
vain,if Juſtification, freedome from fin,is procured by our obedience, ſuch 
an opinion is damnable folly and weaknefs, for if it was poſſible to become 
aS holy in nature and life, as the holy Angels, it would be very dangerous 
to reckon attaining vertue thereto , my fouls defireis that you would not 
get up in the vanity of your minds, and plead perfe&ion when ſuch great 
imperfeRtions remain in, you, ſee 1 Pet.1.18.

Firſt, then to Baptiſme,that ic is ro remain,continue,and be ſtedfaſt un- 
to the end ofthe World, fes Mar. 38. 18. 19, 20. Jeſns Chriſt _— 
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had accompliſhed the work of our Redemption, and was riſen again; and 


' . that the Father had conferred all power upon him in Heaven and in Earth, 


he gives out his commiliion to his Diſciples, go ye and teach all Nations, 
Baptizing them mthrname'ef the Father Son and Holy Ghoſt, reaching 
them roobſtrveall things What I romwrand you, and le I am with you tothe 
end of the World. Truly the very reading of the words dothevidence this 
to be Truth, to wit that Baptiſme muſt and ought to remain untill the 
end of the World, Such was the ſtate of the People of God under the Law, 
that ifat any time they found/the Law of God, though not ſpoken imme. 
diately to them, nay, though hundreds of years diſtance, ſo long as they 
was under that diſpenfation, did judge it their daty.to do thoſe things that 
che Law required,as foſfiah, 2 Kings 23.23. Chapters,make appear when 
he had found the Law of God, he doth-notſay, itis true, ſuch things are 
commanded in the Primitive time, 'but:they\are net commanded me, he 
doth not fay,itis true,we walk centrary tothe Lawsof God, commanded 
in Mount Hores,but theſe things-was not commanded vs, they bave been 
loſt;and we havebcen ts 4 Wilderneſs condition, and now. they do not be- 
long unto us, no but he believeth that he was bound to obferve thoſe 
Laws and commands as well as thoſe they was firſt delivered unto, and 
accordingly did fet upon the work , 'and the -Lord was well pleaſed with 
them, -read thoſe two Chapters, and the Prophet X{alarhs, though many 
hundred years after the Law was given upon Mount Hevyeb, yet isperſwa- 
ded that it is the Peoples duty to obſerve, Afal.4.4. Remember the Law 
of Moſes with the Statutes and Fudgments, it was the duty of the People 
of God tokeep theſe Laws and: cerimonies until the coming of Chriſt in 


 thefleſh. ſoitistheduty of the. People of Godto keep the commande. 


ments of Chriſt, until his coming in the glory of his Father withall his'ho= 
ty Angels, If any perfons can prove, which Iam fare they cannor, that 
there is another Prophet riſen, that the People of God areto hear as the 
appointment of the Fathee, then the commauds of Chriſt doceaſe to bea 
duty, 6r elſe to remain while he comes to put an end tothem, the Law of 
Hoſes or any precept of it, had net ſuchadjunRs adjoynedto them, to 
demonſtrate it to be aduty until they comein the fleſh, as this precept 
Hath to continueunto the end of the World, yet they did believe it was 
their duty, as hath been proved. Burt ſurely Jeſus Chriſt did foreſee, that 
men in the laſt daycs, ſhouldqueſtion his Commandements, and that ſome 
ſhould think, that antiquity did wear out the verity of them, he makes 
ſuch proviſion to ſhew it to be aduty, that thoſe that are not wilfully 
blind may ſee,and now according to what the Apofile Peter faith, 1 Per. 
3.15.Togive areaſon of my faith, Iſhallreaſon from the words of Chriſt, 
tocigar the duration,continuation of Water-Baptiſme,take t 
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argument; That which Chriſt bath commanded.co be taught and preached 
inall Nationsand'in all Ages, and bath promiſed hispreſeace with his peo- 
ple,in the Adminiſtration of, to the end of the World, that is ro be taught, 
praiſed unto the end of the World, but Chrift hath commanded Water-= 
Baptiſmeto be taught and practifed in all Nations, and all Ages,and bath 
promiſed his preſence with his People in the due Adminiſtration of ir ; 
therefore Water-Baptiſme is to continue, remain, unto theend of the 
World, that which: ſome will queſtion, is the middle propoſition, thatir 
muſt be pra&tiſed in all Nations, .is clear and evident faith Chriſt, go you 
and ceach, and Baptiſe all Nations, what can be more clear. | 
Secondly, that it was to be in all Ages, that is as clear for all Nations, 

wasnot in beingin chat Age, therefore it is clear that he intends ſuccee- 
— ding Apes, for ſaith ho, teachingrbera with thoſe that was to follow,and 
ſo every Ape afteranother,whatſoever I command you, andehat this was 
- the mind of Jeſus Chriſt, thatitwas to concinuein all Ages, he takes away 
all doubts,and doth promiſe his preſence ngt only to them, but to all ſuc- - 
ceeding Ages, Loe 7 am with yon to the endof the World, Which is reafon 
ſuMcient, that his people is to be found in the practiſe of, unto theend of 
the Werld, you may ſee, {ark 16, 16. Where he commandeth the Goſ- 
pel ſhould be preached toevery Creature upon tearms of Faith and Bap- 
tiſme,go and Preach the Goſpet to every Creature, He that believeth and 
is Baptized, ſhall be ſaved,and he that belieyeth net, ſhall be damned. Eve- 
ry Creature that isin a capacity to be ſaves, was not in being then, thjsI 
ſay,to all ſich ss kick at the Ordinanee of Water-Baptiſme,that it cannot 
be proved by the ſubtilleſt deceiver at this day, that Chriſt hath promiſed 
his preſence to any thing tbnger,than the thing or command js1n being, if 
not, which doubtleſs is true, whether Baptiſme in-water,doth not continue 
unto the end of the World, ſeeing Chriſt hath promiſed his preſence to his 
People in that very Ordinance unto theendof the World.Read, meditate, 
and let your ſonls tremble at the word of the Lord, Loe Fam with youto

I ſhall anſwer ObjeRions anon. I ſhall give you an other reaſon which 
I would have you confider of That which is an inſtrumental cauſe of 
 Remiſtion of Sin, or waſhing away Sin, that js to continue unto the end 
of the World. But water Baptiſme is an Inſtramental cauſe of Remiſſion

'World. That Baptiſme is fo, fee A#s 2.39, RKepent and be Baptiſes for 
the Remiſſien of Sin, andthat it waſhith away Sin, lee Aft; 22.16. Aud 
' ariſe, why tarry thou and be Baptiſed,and waſh away thy Sins. Whatcan 
| be more plain then-this, that their Sins was remitted, waſhed away by re- 


pentence and Baptiſme, aud not by repentance only, for that Pa#/ = 
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. wrought upon him; yet was to be Beptiſed to waſh away his Sins, ſo 
-that the birth of the Spirit, and the birth of the Water was to go together, 
ſee John 3.5. 1 Pet.3.21. Some will cavil, at the word Inſtramenta, bue 
there is no reaſon ſotodo,for if the Spirit of God in Scripture doth reckon 
one thing to two ſeveral Cauſes, as it doth about Remiſlion of Sin, then ix 
15 ro. be underſtood two ſeveral wayes, for Remiſlion of Sinis-rackoned to. 
the Blood of Chriſt, Revel/.1.5. Who hath waſhed #5 wn. hisown Blood, 
And therefore I am neceſfitated to make this Diſtin&ion, and therefore 
that the Blood of Chriſt is the officient Cauſe of Remiſſion of Sin, and 
Baptiſme is an Inſtrumental Cauſe, with choſe Companions-( as F may ſay ) 
Faith and Repentance, let not the meaneſtof the Ordinances of God to 
carnal reaſon, hinder any Souls being fittedfor them to obey and praiſe 
them, Read 2 Kings 5. Chapters, Concerning Naamanand the Syrian, 
and conſider of it in the fear of the Lord, and know this, that what was 
written aforetime, was written for our Learning to ſhew the fooliſh things 
of God are wiſer then men, and that God will bring.about great things 
by ſmall: and contemptible means to reaſon, fee Ga/. the 3.27. Whatthe 
Apoſtle ſaith of Baptiſme, As many 45 bave been Bapti[ed into Ghrift bath 
pur on Chriſt, That which brings. unco Chriſt is needfal at this day, and 
muſ; continue unto the end of the World ; bur I have exceeded already 
whatT intended, therefofe I ſhall apply my ſelf to anſwer the ObjeRions,

Baptiſmes at the moſt in'Scripture ; the Baptiſme of the Spirit they cannot

When he faith, 
T hat God ſhall jndge' men according to his Goſpel, ( according to my Goſ= 
pel, ) Thatisto ſay, which Tam appointed to preach, yet it was the Goſ- 
pel of Chrift which he was to preach; and fo I ſay,the Baptiſme that 70h» 
did adminiſter, was Chriſts Baptiſme, 79h» was either the ſeryant of Chriſt,

ſeeing they have received the Spirit ! Oh why ſhauld you maintaine 
| fiich opinions that areſo contrary-to'the Spirit of God in his children in 

dayes paſt! Ohbe not wiſe aboye what is written, for our Learning, but 
tie low and benot exhalted inyour ſelves, © fee how contrary your Spirit, 
that you are guided by, isto the Spirit'in that Apoſtle Peter was guided by, 
he faith,there is a neceſfity of water, who canforbid water if there be the - 
Baptiſme of the Spirit, you fay if perſons be Baptiſed by the Spirit, they 
need not be Baptiſed in. water ; conſider. of this in the dread of the Al- 
mighty, and now I will-come to that Ordinance of breaking Bread, and 
drinking Wine, to ſhew forth the Lords:Death uatill be come, and will

Who hath 
bewitched you that you ſhall not obey the truth, ( What is the reaſon he 
rendereth ) Before whoſe eyes Feſus Chriſt bath been evidently [et forth, 
Crucified among yow, Which was no otherwiſe then the Lords Supper, I 
willadd this Argument grounded with the Scriptures of Truth, that which 
in the doing of perſons do pertake by Faith ofthe Body and Blood of 
Chriſt, that is to continue to the end ofthe World, but in eating Bread 
«nd drinking Wine, the faithful, the ſencere hearted, do by Faith pertake 
of the Body and Blood of the Lord, therefore to continueunto the end of 
the World, for the firſt aſſertion, ſee Foh» 6.35." Excepte man eat my 
Fleſh and drink my Blood, yee have no Life, now lifeis ol abſolnte neſeſſicty, 
and thereſore the means muſt continue to get this Life, and that perſons 
do by Faith in that very Ordinance, partake of the Body and Blood of 
the Lord, fee Math, 16.26.
